Consumers Sells River Frontage 
To National Forest Service 


Consumers Power Company has sold 
more than 13,700 acres of prime river front- 
age in the Huron-Manistee National Forests 
to the United States Forest Service for $6 
miltion. 

The lands being sold are ail located within 


. the Forests’ management areas of the 


AuSable and Manistee Rivers. Both rivers 
have active nesting areas for the bald eagie, 
an endangered species. 


Through this acquisition, the Huron- 
Manistee Forests will be able to provide un- 
developed habitat and protection for the 
bald eagle. Also, both rivers are nationally 
known fer their outstanding recreational 


opportunities, such as fishing and camping. 


‘“Fhis sale is part of Consumers Power’s 
‘self-help’ in restoring the company to finan- 


cial stability,” said Bill Reid, manager of 
land and right of way. ‘While this provides 
us much needed income, it is also a public 
benefit in allowing people to continue to use 
the land.” 


This sale will provide the public with more 
than 70 miles of river frontage. Also, the 
acquisition will enable the Forest Service to 
consolidate its holdings to provide improved 
recreational use and the protection of the 
rivers. Portions of the AuSable have been 
designated as part of the Federal Wild and 
Scenic River System, and the Manistee has 
been recommended for similar designation. 


One hundred twenty acres of the 13,700 
acres are located in Crawford County. Iosco 
County has 6,600 acres, Manistee 5,415 
acres, Alcona 900, and Oscoda 665.

Garland ‘Bud’ Joyce, District 7 com- 
missioner, waS elected chairman of the 
Crawford County Board of Commissioners 
Monday, Jan. 5, in the organizational meet- 
ing at the courthouse. 

Joyce was elected by a 4-3 count in a 
secret ballot. 

Crawford County Clerk Elizabeth Wieland 
called the meeting to order at 10:00 a.m. and 
asked commissioner Mary Harland, the 
chairwoman of the board for the last two 
years, to act as temporary chairperson. 
Harland opened the meeting for nomina- 
tions and commissioner Jeannette Kitchen 
nominated Harland for chairperson. Com- 
missioner John Miller nominated Joyce for 
chairperson. 

No other nominations were offered so the 
commissioners voted by secret ballot. 

After the 4-3 vote in favor of Joyce for 
chairman, nominations for vice-chairperson 
were made. Joyce nominated Miller and 
Kitchen nominated Harland. 

In a vote by show of hands, Harland won 4- 
3. Voting for Harland were Kitchen, Mattis, 
Miller, and Harland. Voting for Miller were 
Joyce, Ruddy, and Haight. 

Joyce will head an experienced county 
commissioner board for 1987. At the first 
meeting in 1987, Larry Mattis began his 6th 
two-year term and his 11th year as a county 
commissioner. Mattis was chairman of the 
board for two years. 

Mary Harland, Jeannette Kitchen, and 
John Miller began their 5th two-year terms 


and all are starting their 9th year as com- - 


missioners. Kitchen has served as four 
years as chairwoman of the board and Har- 
land served as chairwoman of the board the 
last two years. 

Joyce begins his third term as county 
commissioner and starts his fifth year. Earl 
Haight, District 3 commissioner, begins his 
first term and year.as commissioner. 

Chairman Joyce and vice-chairwoman 
Harland worked together to place com- 
missioners to about 34 committee and dele- 
gate appointments. 

Some of the changes are Ruddy replaces 
Kitchen as chair of the Ways and Means 
Committee (Finance) with Kitchen staying 
as a member of the committee and Harland 
replacing Mattis; Harland replaces Joyce 
on the Building and Personnel Committee 


with Mattis staying as chair and Haight 
serving as the other member; Harland re- 
places Kitchen as chair of Law Enforce- 
ment with Miller replacing Joyce and Mat- 
tis serving as the other member; Joyce 
replaces Harland as chair of the Labor Com- 
mittee with Harland and Ruddy serving as 
members; Kitchen replaces Harland as 
chair of the Judicial Committee with Har- 
land and Ruddy serving as members, and 
Kitchen replaced Ruddy as a delegate to the 
Ambulance Corps meeting. Most other com- 
mittee and delegate appointments remained 
the same as last year with Earl Haight 
taking over most of the appointments held 
by the former District 3 commissioner 
Andie Neilson. 

The commissioners set their meeting 
dates as the second Tuesday of each month 
and last Thursday of each month with a 
couple of exceptions for holidays and other 
special events.

Crawford AuSable 
School District Report 


MIDDLE SCHOOL PROGRAM 


There has been a great deal of publicity 
regarding our middle school construction 
project, a long awaited quality solution to 
the middle school facility problem. There 
has not, however, been much discussion of 
middle school program changes that can 
be expected when the building re-opens in 
the fall of 1987. 

The middle school curriculum review 
committee will conclude its work in 
February with presentation and recom- 
mendations to the district curriculum com- 
mittee and the Board of Education. They 
are presently working to finish middle 
school statements of philosophy about what 
the district believes a middle school should 
be. This philosophy will guide the com- 
mittee as they establish the structure for the 
program for each grade level within the 


; middle school. 


* The ‘academic portion of the curriculum 
has been reviewed and revised in total 
during the past four years as part of district 
wide curriculum development. Middle 
school students are all required to take 
English, reading or literature, mathe- 
matics, science and social studies each 
year. With the renovations, students will 
have quality facilities available for band, 
industrial arts, home economics, art, com- 
puter science, foreign language and 


_ physical education — greatly expanding the 


variety of electives available consistent 
with the exploratory nature of a middle 
school. 

The middle school concept dictates that a 
middle school not be a “miniature high 
school.” Its structure and program must be 


in agreement with the developmental needs 
of early adolescents. It is under this premise 
that the middle school committee is acting. 
They are particularly concerned with the 
needs of fifth and sixth grade students and 
view the inclusion of these two grades into 
the middle school as an opportunity to im- 
prove upon the present transition between 
elementary school and middle school. 

While a few final decisions have been 
made, it has been decided that the fifth 
grade will continue as a self-contained pro- 
gram clustered on the middle floor of the 
building next to the library. Exploratory 
coursework may be made available to fifth 
grade students one hour each day as their 
transition to the middle school is closely 
monitored. They will remain with the same 
teacher more than 80% of the day. Particu- 
lar attention is being paid to the need for 
physical activity although that activity may 
differ from what is traditionally thought of 


“as recess. The committee is reviewing the 


possibility of reducing the movement of 
sixth grade students with fewer daily class 
changes thus making the transition between 
elementary and middle school more 
gradual, It is anticipated that the structure 
of the day for seventh and eighth prade 
students will undergo little change. 

It is exciting to observe the physical 
changes at the middle school construction 
site. It is equally as exciting to think abouf 
the quality programming in a quality 
educational atmosphere that will be offered 
to middle school age students next fall. The 
committee’s recommendations and actions 
of the Board will be fully publicized after 
they conclude their work in late February or 
early March.

Dear Editor: 

Six hundred and twenty- 
four (624) signatures of 
Crawford County residents 
were gathered within four 
and a half (4%) hours on 
petitions dated, Dec. 16, 1986 
(copies enclosed). The peti- 
tions, obviously not in legal 
referendum form, clearly 
show a genuine grass-root 
interest in the United States 
Department of Agriculture 
program for distributing 


food commodities. Those 
that signed for absent 
recipients are initialed. 


Many that signed are not 
recipients of U.S.D.A. com- 
modities, but they are volun- 
teers who help those with in- 
firmities and/or pick up 
rations for those that can not 
come in person. Many had 
knowledge of the existence 
of other commodities, not 


available in this county, but 
are available in other com- 
munities. 

Copies of these petitions 
are being sent to your good 
offices in hopes of enlisting 
your help (and goodwill) in 
bringing about a more 
equitable distribution of ALL 
U.S.D.A. commodities to low 
income families. Presently, 
the retail value per person 
amounts to about .13 cents 
per day for some and for 
others not more. than .47 
cents per day, in this county. 

Eligibility should be more 
carefully calculated on a per 
person per income basis and 
distributed likewise. That is 
not the case now. Examples: 

1. A family of three (3) 
usually receives the same 


‘rations as a family of one 


(1), and a family of seven (7) 
usually receives the same 
rations as a family of four 
(4), ete. 

2. Four of the seven avail- 
able commodities are given 
out in the same amounts 
regardless of family size.

‘Governor Signs Tuition 
Guarantee Plan

During a bill signing ceremony in the 


in age from infant to teenager, Governor 
James Blanchard recently signed into law 
the state college tuition guarantee pro- 
gram with the establishment of the Mich- 
igan Education Trust. 

Under the new program, parents and 
guardians will be able to guarantee tuition 
payments by ‘‘prepurchasing” the under- 
graduate tuition through either a lump 
sum payment or periodic payments cal- 
culated depending upon the child’s age. 

Under the plan, the contributions will be 
pooled and invested by the state to cover 
future tuitions of the participating stu- 
dents. 

Besides the state’s 15 public four-year 
schools, the prepaid tuition can be used at 
any of the state’s 29 community or junior 
colleges or as partial tuition payment for 
tuition at private colleges in the state. 


i 

Final administration of the program 
now hinges upon a favorable decision by 
the Internal Revenue Service as to 
whether the contributions made to the fund 
are tax deductible. 

Treasurer Robert Bowman said prelim- 
inary discussions have been held with 
representatives for the IRS and the initial 
comments have been ‘“‘encouraging.”’ 

He said he expects a favorable ruling 
sometime in the spring of 1987 at which 
time the trust fund would immediately 
begin accepting contributions. 

Supervision of the state fund would be 
handled by an authority with representa- 
tion from the academic, business and 
financial fields. 


Capitol Rotunda, Mr. Blanchard said the 
Michigan Education Trust program is an 
‘important addition to our state’s already 
strong commitment to higher education 
and it will make Michigan number one in 
the nation in providing access to a college 
education.” 

He noted some 37 other states have in- 
quired about the establishment of the pro- 
gram for purposes of initiating similar 
programs in their respective states. 

WELFARE CASELOAD CONTINUES 

‘DECLINE IN NOVEMBER 

The state’s welfare caseload decreased 
for the seventh straight month in Novem- 
ber, the Department of Social Services an- 
nounced. 

Aid to Dependent Children cases 
decreased by 1,689 (0.8 percent) to 212,950 
cases, the lowest since January of 1980, 
when there were over 210,000 cases. 

Last year at this time, there were 218,510 
ADC cases. The Unemployed Parent por- 
tion of the ADC caseload declined by 256 
cases (0.9 percent) to 28,120 cases, com- 
pared to last year when there were 30,920 
cases. 

General Assistance decreased by 1,724 
(1.6 percent) to 106,260 cases, compared to 
last November when there were 118,630 
cases, This month's GA caseload is the 
lowest since January of 1981, when there 
were 103,000 cases. 

The combined ADC/GA caseload of 
319,210 is just over the 317,000 monthly 
average projected for 1986-87, That 


average is down 20,000 from the 1985-86 
level,

Smokers Can Avoid Weight 
Gain When They Quit

Many smokers hesitate to 
quit smoking because they 
think they will gain weight, 
but the individual who is 
prepared to quit can avoid 
weight gain. A key is to 
remember that smoking and 
eating are both oral habits, 
and it is easy to substitute 
one for the other. 

Before giving up smoking, 
make a list of substitutes for 
tobacco that don’t contain 
calories. This list might in- 
clude a walk around the 
block, a phone call to a 
friend, an exercise that 
relaxes the shoulder 


‘Muscles, or a small job that 


requires busy hands. Each 
person should develop his or 
her own list. When you feel 


the urge to smoke, pull out 


the list and choose 
something to do in place of 
smoking.

Resource Review 


This area depends on 
tourism for economic sur- 
vival. Northern Michigan’s 
resources attract people 
from throughout the country 
and around the world as they 
search for their recreation. 
As these resources are used 
and abused, it has become 
necessary for state and local 
governments to enact regu- 
lations to protect them. 


Greenbelt zoning is a case 
in point. Established by 
townships and counties, 
greenbelts are strips of a 
prescribed width along a 
waterway wherein natural 
vegetation is to be left essen- 
tially unchanged. 

For example, the AuSable 
River Mainstream is world 
famous for its trout fishing. 
This fishery is dependent on 
a steady supply of clean cold 
water from the thousands of 
springs and seeps along its 
banks, When someone clears 
the cedars and fills a swamp 
so that he has easier access 
to the river, a better view of 
it or to improve the market 


value of his property, he ef- 
fectively destroys a source 
of the river’s life blood. The 
quality of the river 
decreases every time this 
happens. Because of long 
term detrimental effects, 
Greenbelt Zoning was enact- 
ed as a partial solution to the 
problem. 

But greenbelts are not 
popular. 1 have heard Real 
Estate agents advise clients 
on how to violate the or- 
dinance. I know a man who 
cut many of the trees in a 
small cedar swamp in an 
effort to “‘dry it out” so that 
it would be more attractive 
on the market. In other 
cases, greenbelts protect the 
river from erosion, a serious 
problem when vegetation is 
removed from sandy banks. 

Any one landowner who 
violates the greenbelt or- 
dinance will not destroy the 
river. However, the cumula- 
tive effects of such actions 
will. Any resource can only 
take so much abuse. Nature 
is resilient, but needs our 
help to remain so.

Herbal 


“Sage advice” is a 
statement quite a few people 
have heard. When you think 
about it, it usually means 
advice given to fix or to heal. 
The botanical name for Sage 
is Salvia officinalis. Salvia 
is derived from the Latin 
Salvere, to be saved, in 
reference to the curative 
properties of the plant which 
was used as a medicinal 
herb. Officinalis indicates 
that the plant was listed by 
the pharmacists as a healing 
plant. The Old English 
spelling was ‘Sawge,’ which 
has become our present-day 
name of Sage. 

Sage has ‘beer used 
medicinally as a stimulant, 
astringent, tonic, and car- 
minative. It was used as a 
mouth wash for sore throats 
and to prevent excessive 
flow of saliva. Sage was also 
used to take care of gas, 
hence, the reason for its use 
in stuffing. 


Wild game and domestic 
fowl have a lot of grease 
which creates digestive 
problems for some people. 
Sage and onion combined 
helps to prevent some of 
these problems when used as 
a stuffing for duck, geese, 
and pork. I have noticed in 
cooking that those herbs that 
taste good with a particular 


terest, and new positions 
have been created for a new 
volunteer’s special ex- 
perience.

Out of curiosity I 
‘looked up rosemary and 
learned that it does, indeed, 
come from the pine tree 
family.
